The little copper coin is known as a eoie. struck b y the 
Dutch in Java. They must have struck millions of these as they are 
stilb extant in lerge numbers. We find them all over the world, although 
I doubt if they circulated them. Probably they were pretty well dissemin- 
ated by sailors Mach sae the Dutch fast Indies. 


California gould dollars, if of early striking, ane a vahee of 
from $1.56 to possibly $15. or $20, according to variety. There were a 
number of these and some re-strikes. None of them were made by “the 
government. They have a little better standing than the half and the 
quarter dollars, which, for the most part, are poor fakes and souvenirs. 
We are rather shy in varieties of these gold dollars and I think it is 
very probable that we have not the pieces you have. Ji should be very 
glad to have you send them. ) i
